The following letter was sent to 
Hon. James P. Gregory, President of 
tbe Louisville Law and Order League 
accompanied by request that he have 
It read at the mass meeting held in 
Louisville last Sunday. It was not 
produced then and was given to the 
daily press Monday. 

Hon. James P. Gregory, President 
Law & Order League, Louisville Ky. 
Dear Sir: — In view of the fact that 
your organization is to hold a mass 
meeting In the City to-morrow after- 
noon, which I am unable to attend, 
and owing to the fact that the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity, of which I 
have the honor to be the National Pre- 
sident, has been made a target for 
abuse and misrepsentatlon, because of 
recent lawlessness in our State, I de- 
sire to submit, through you, to the 
meeting, a frank statement which 
should set our Society right with all 
fair minded persons. 

This criticism of our Society arises 
Trom the fact that persons are misin- 
formed as to the true situation, or 
from a wilful attempt to discredit 
It and its purposes. 

Tbe American Society of Equity is 
organized and chartered under the 
laws of Indiana, for charitable and 
educational purposes. It has a mem- 
bership in forty (40) states and ter- 
ritories in the Union, being especially 
atrong in the great wheat section of 
the .North-west. In Kentucky, as will 
'fbe seen from the official report of the 
National Secretary which was submit- 
ted to the National union held in In- 
dianapolis last October, the member- 
ship the first of January this year, in 
Kood standing, was 18,049. The high- 
est membership ever enjoyed by the 
Society in the State, as shown by the 
same re|>ort which is appended hereto 
and made a part of this letter, was 
27.791. 

There are 923 local unions each ac- 
ting under a charter from the National 
Headquarters at Indianapolis. Tbe 
18,049 members are distributed over 
seventy-one (71) counties in' only thirty 
six (36) of which are strong enough 
to have a county organization, or 
county union, as will be seen by fi- 
gure immediately opposite the coun- 
ties representing number of unions. 
Forty-eight (48) counties In Kentucky 
have no members at all. These are in 
the mountains and in that part of the 
State known as tbe "Black Patch" 
and occupied by the Planters Protec- 
tive Association. In thirty-two coun- 
ties the membership is less than one 
hundred. In fourteen others it is less 
than three hundred. In the counties 
covered by the Burley Association we 
have about 7000 members, while the 
Burley Association claims over 30,000. 
In the Planters Protective Association 
territory, lying along the western 
borders of Kentucky and covering some 
territory in Tennessee, we have no 
membership while that organization 
claims 40,000 members. 

In the stemming district our mem- 
bership is about 3000, while the num- 
ber of persons pooling in that lo- 
cality will probably exceed 20,000. Tbe 
Oreen River Ditsrlct has an Equity 
membership of about 6000, and probab 
ly not many more than that number 
pool their tobacco. It will be seen 
that the four tobacco associations con- 
tain about 100,000 adherents. Six time 
as many membership of the Society 
of Ekiulty. Only* one of these tobacco 
association, tbe Green ' River, acts 
through this Society. It has no con- 
trol or connection with tbe others, ex- 
cept as individual members of locals 
may pool with them. This Society has 
no control over the Boards of those 
societies and can not say to theBur- 
t ley people you shall or shall not raise 
a crop or when they shall sell their 
jKwled tobacco. These assocliytions 
have their ownboards of control some 
of whom may be members this 
Society. I do not think President. 
Lebus, Is a member. Nor do I think 
Mr. Hawkins, who recently wrote tbe 
card wfilch caused so much comment. 
Is a member of our Society. Simply 
pooling a crop of tobacco with one of 
I tbe tobacco associations, or alcnlng 
agreement not to raise a crop, does 
not give msmhershlp ' in the Society

I To become a member one must elth- ' 
er sign as a charter member or have ! 
his application passed on by a local 
union, after paying a membership fee. |

meet, usually in the country school 
houses, or churches once a week or '■ 

I once a month. Tbe meetings are open* 
to the public. No pass words are used 
and almost invariably they are attend- 
ed by tbe ladies, the wives, mothers

YOUNG MAN’S BODY ! 
FOUND IN ROUGH CREEK. 

Death Resulted From Blow De- | 
elded Corenors 
Jury. 

Wednesday afternoon while on the ^ 
creek near Black Mocker’s Bluff, about 
four miles north east of Hartford, 
Horace Smith, William Lake and an- 
other gentleman whose name was not 
learned, found tbe body of a young 
man which has been identified as that ^ 
of Estil St. Clair, floating in tbe 
creek. 

They at once notified Judge W. B. j.. 
Taylor, at Hartford, and as soon as 
tbe notice was received, Mr. A. D. 
White and others left in Mr. White’s 
gasoline launch to bring the body to 
Hartford. They arrived with the ^ 
body about four o’clocy p. m. Wednes- ^ 
day, and the following Jury, W. W. 
Plrtle, C. P. Keown. Dr. T. D. Ren- 
frow, M. W. Barnard, W. A. Brown, 

J. T .Hudson, Ashford Mills, Bob Da- 
vis, J. K. Alvy, Wayne Ellis and ^ 
Sam Ellis, after examination of tbe 
body returned the following verdict: 
We, the Jury believe the unknown p 
deceased came to his death by a blow 
on the mouth by some hard substauce ^ 
unknown to us. ^ 

Tbe body was at once placed in g, 
a coffin and carried to the almshouse (| 
cemetery and Interred. There was „ 
nothing on the bo<5y, exceirt clothing f| 
and a pocketbook from which Identl- p 
ficatlon could be established, and un- 
til late in the evening after the body a 
had been burled no one who had learn q 
ed of the finding thereof had any' Idea a 
who it was. Finally Steve Grlgsby.af- q 
ter close examination of the pocket- a 
book found on the body, decided it wt.8 e 
the property of Estil St. Clair, and « 
recalling his dress which consisted of 
a blue sweater. Jumper, overcoat and q 
yellow overalls, be was fully satisfied u 
that It is that of young St. Clair. t 

About six weeks ago 'Voung Mr. > 
Grigsby with a number of other men, « 
including young St. Clair, left here on o 
sawlogs being run by Mr. A. J. Wll- t! 
Hams to Evansville. On reaching Cal- t; 
houn young St. Clair was not further p 
needed and started on his return t! 
home, before leaving young Grigsby, s 
he told him that he was coming back 
to Livermore and take the train s 
there for Owensboro, and from Ow- \ 
ensboro he intended coming back to 
bis home at Dundee. b 

It is rumored, how true we are un- o 
able to state, that young St. Clair r 
on reaching Owensbono, found some k 
of Mr. Joe Funk’s folks there with 
tobacco and came back with them tl 
to their home near Taffy, and stayed A 
all night leaving the next morning for e 
his home at Dundee. This was about 
the first of March. How be received li 
the blow that ended his Jife if the tl 
theory of the coroner’s Jury is correct, fi 
is unexplained, or If be was drown- g 
ed that too is llkewtse unexplained. p 

After the partial Identification by Mr, t 
Grigsby, Mr. St. Clair’s folks were a 
notified at Dundee, and they report- p 
ed that the boy was still missing I 
but on leaving home he had told g 
them that be was going west from fa 
Evknsville, and that they bad suf- f 
fered no uneasiness about his failing e 
to return. They came to Hartford p 
yesterday morning however, and af- 
ter hearing a full discriptidn of the q 
body and the manner of dress they ( 
were thoroughly convinced that it ji 
was their brohert whose body had been q 
found in tbe river. s 

His body was dsilnterred late yes- I 
terday afternoon, and three brothers 
who were present and several neigh- o 
bora and friends who had known the 
young man, all declared the body to t 
be that of BsUl St. Clair. Tbe body I 
was conveyed to his old home at t 
Dundee, where interrment will be had I 
to-day. A deep mystery shrouds the t 
whole affair, and Its solution will be i 
'anzloualy awated.

SUPPOSED THAT HE 
FELL M TRAIN 

Lifeless Body of Young Man 
Found at McHenry.

Was No Doubt “Stealing” a Ride [ 
On Through Freight and | 

Fell Off. I 



Near McHenry last Sunday morning I 
a colored man who had been to the 
bouse of a uelbhbor to sit up with 
sick folks, while crossing the I. C. 
railroad track near the store of 
Brown Mercantile Co., discovered the 
lifeless form of a man. The colored 
fellow was too scared to Investiatge 
bis find, but went at once to secure 
aid. Other parties were summoned 
and investigations showed the dead 
body to be that of a young man or 
boy about sixteen years of age. 

Physical examination showed that 
his neck was broken, and bis position 
when found led the people to believe 
that tbe boy had fallen from the train. 
There was absolutely nothing on his 
person by which he could be identi- 
fied and his name learned. He car- 
ried a small purse, in which were 
crumpled a few notes of "college 
script," used for money in transac- 
tions at business schools. Not a cent 
of money was in the purse. On the 
finger of one hand he wore a brass 
ring with the setting gone. 

Judge Taylor was at once notified 
and arrived on the scene about 10 
o’clock, summoned a Jury and held 
an inquest. There was no evidence 
of a satisfactory character that in 
any manner showed how death result- 
ed. The oi^y evidence that In any 
way deternnned the cause of death 
was given by two miners who came 
out of the mines about 12 o’clock Sat- 
urday night while the fast freight 
train was standing on the track at 
McHenry. They stated that two boys 
who were walking along by the side 
of the train told them that one of 
their companions had fallen off the 
train Just above there ,and told them 
if they saw lilm for them to tell him 
that they (the boys) had gone on 
South, and for him to come on. This 
was all the evidence and being hear 
say, tbe Jury returned tbe following 
verdict: 

’’We, the Jury, find the unidentified 
boy.Bupposed to be about 15 years 
old, found in a ditch by the I. C. 
railroad, came to his death by un- 
known cause,” 

This was signed by the members of 
the Jury, as follows: Guy Stateelr,G. 

A. Ralph, D. W. WakeIand,J. W.Uak- 
er, R. T. Ross and J. M. Martin. 

After the inquest the question of 
Interment ,was discussed and it being 
the law tbkt tbe county pay but $5.00 
for coffin furnished by It, It was sug- 
gested that better burial casket be 
provided. A public subscription was 
taken among those present and In Just 
a few minutes the kind-hearted peo- 
ple contributed $20. to supplement the 
$5.00 paid by tbe county. At the sug- 
gestion of Judge Taylor the body was 
held until Monday morning and the 
fact of the boy’s death was telegraph- 
ed to Louisville and Intervening 
points. 

This proved to be a good Idea.for 
on Sunday night a man named John 
Calaban arrived on a train from Lou- 
isville and identified tbe body as that 
of his brother, Charlie Calaban. He 
said their parents are residents of 
Louisville, at 1232 Zane street. 

Monday’s Louisville Times says 
of the unfortunates affair: 

Word was received to-day by Pe- 
ter Callahan, an employe of the L. and 
N. railroad, that tbe body of his four- 
teen-year-old son, Cbarlee Cajlaham ha 
been found at McHenry, Ky., betide 
the railroad tracks and would arrive 
in the city to-day. 

The telegram was t^ first intimai* 



tion that the family of young Calla- 
han had of his whereabouts since he 
left his home at 1232 Zane street last 
Friday. Accompanied by three com- 
panions tile lad left his home and it 
is said was last seen boarding a freight 
train on tlie Illinois Central railroad. 
It is said that the intenion of the 
boys was to go to St. I.ouis, stopping 
at Ceatml City City for a few days. 

So the tinfortunate tragedy is yet 
to Bonie extent a mystery but it Is 
the general belief that the two miners 
report of it is the truth of the mat- 
ter.

EQUITY TOBACCO 

From Green River District Sold, 
Wblcb Leaves Only 2.000 
Hogsheads of 1906 Crop. 

Deals have been closed during 
the past week whereby the American 
Society of Equity of the Green River 
district has sold 4,000 hogsheads 
of the 1906 crop of tobacco through 
the Louisville Tobacco warehouse com 
pany. The (trice paid is su|i|>oscd to 
have been the prevailing market price 
of tobacco. Tile Itiiyers were mostly 
imlc|iendent dealers and nmmtfiict- 
urers. About 200 hogsheads of the 
tobacco were secured by un English 
firm. It is also understood that n 
portion of the toltacco was secured 
by llie Regie buyers. 

Tl.ls sale practically cleared up the 
remaining trash of the association 
about 2,000 hogsheads. The re- 
mainder of the tobacco sold was 
matleup of leaf and lugs. The so- 
ciety now has in the I^onisville ware- 
house about 2,000 hogsheads. 

S. B. Lee, secretary of the society, 
stated that the prospects were very 
favorable for the sale of the remain- 
der 2,000 hogsheads In Louisville. Pr6- 
bably half ofthis tobacco will be 
sold in the next few days. 

it has not been definitely ascertain- 
ed wliat counties tobacco this scale in- 
cludes but Ohio county tobacco (lut up 
at Heaver Dam has been sold recently 
and Mr. Williams is about ready to 
begin paying out the money. 

JUMPED iTbeTwITH 
M^AND WIFE. 

Aroused Hoosebold of Del Sawyer 
Before Davligbt By Ringing 
Tbe Farm Bell. 

’Gene Moore, a negro who resides 
on the farm of Del Bawyer near the 
city, became erased from some cause 
Sunday night, . says the Henderson 
Journal. After acting in a very queer 
manner, he rushed over to another 
negro’s home about 12 o’clock, and, 
entering the house, leaped into the 
Lid where tbe man and bis wife 
were asleep. He was made to make 
tracks at once by the frightened oc- 
cupants. About 3 o’clock Monday 
n'orning Mr. Sawyer and bis family 
were awaken by the ringing of tbe 
farm bell. On Investigation, it was 
found that Moore was ringing it, 
c aiming that breakfast was ready 
and he wished to arouse tbe family. 
He continued to act in a queer way 
and Mr. Sawyer put him in a wagon 
and brought him to *he city. Officer 
Bailey took charge of him, and the 
negro was tried by Judge Hart and 
adjudged insane. He will be aent 
to the asylum at Hopkinsville. Moore 
was arrested here a few days ago 
on the charge of drunkeuness . 



The union miners in most of the soft 
coal fieids of the country laid down 
their idcks and shovels Wednesday 
night. .Almost 2>J.000 of them stopped 
work in Ohio, Western Pennsylvania, 
.Ml.ssouri, Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Texas and some in Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, West Virginia, and 
Kentucky. 

Ttie mining contracts under which 
they were working exiilred at mid- 
night Wednesday and except in 
Central Pensylvanla and In the In- 
diana block coal district no new con- 
tracts have been ni.ide nor have tbe 
miners and operators yet entered into 
district agreements providing for the, 
operation of the mines after April 1 
pending agreement. 

This is a imssibillty In the Indiana 
bituminous coal district in Illinois 
.Michgian and West Virginia. Tlte In- 
diana bituminous. Western Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois miners and opera- 
tors are in joint sessions at Terre 
Haute, Pittsburg and Spriugfleld. 

Technlrally the miners are out on 
strike but in reality they stopped 
work because the operators except in 
Indiana and Illinois, show no real in- 
tention of meeting and treating with 
them though no question of wage or 
principle Is at stake. 

J. .Mitchell returned to Indianapolis 
Tuesday and is preparing to step out 
of office. 

Vice President T. L. Lewis, who will 
succeed President Mitchell will an- 
nounce his appointments when be 
takes otfice. 

It is understood that Samuel Sex- 
ton, editor of the United .Mine Work- 
ers .luurnal is to be retired and that 
liossidly Chris Evans the official sta- 
tistician. may be succeeded by a new 
aiq>olnlee. Mr. Lewis, however has not 
given out any iiifonuatiou concerning 
these changes. 

.Mr, Kyun the new Secretary-Treas- 
urer, will bring with him from Illinois' 
us his right-hand man Frank Hays, of 
Belleville. 

Indiana coal miners and operators 
are in Joint conference to endeavor to 
agree u|ion a wage scale. J. C. Kolsen 
of the operators, was selected as chair- 
man. The miners’ scale committee has 
not completed Us work of formulating 
demands. 

Both oiierators and miners believe 
that as soon as Vice President T. 1.. 
Lewis assumes the presidency of the 
United Mine Workers he will issue a 
call for an interstate conference to re- 
habilitate the interstate agreement. 

U|)on the request of the Scale Com- 
mittee of the Kentucky Miners’ I'nlon 
the conference of the miners and oper- 
ators adjourned last Friday afternoon 
until Tuesday, April 7, in order to al- 
low the members of the committee to 
return to their homes and present the 
pro|)osed scale for "shot flrers" to their 
constituents. The sessions will r<iCon- 
vene at 9 o’clock Tuesday, Aitrll 7. 

Until two years ago the bituminous 
coal mining wage of the country was 
based upon the agreement reached in 
the central competive field, consist- 
ing of Illinois, Ohio, Indiana and 
Western Pennsylvania, and considered 
as a unit. 

] This system was broken two years 
j ago,when President Mitchell signed a 
scale with Pittsburg operators, who 
agreed to pay the scale demanded after 
operators of other three States had 
I refused. and tbe miners won their fglht 
! in consequence .opeartors signed the 
• scale individually throughout the 
. country. 

I Since that time the miners have 
I tried to get back the unit rule, or 
! interstate agreement, but operators of 
] Western Pennsylvania, Ohio and 1111- 
I npis, after negotiations lasting ail the 
j past winter, have refused to meet in 
interstate convention with the mi- 
ners. 

As a last resort President Mitchell 
I called tbe miners in national conven- 
|tlon,and district settlements were au- 
thorized with the present wage scale 
as a minimum, and failing to agree by 
'districts the miners were authorized 
to sign tbe present scale with opera- 
' tors individually. *

“noTT did I bappeo to become a bo- 
te! clerk?” repllad tbe man bebliid tbe 
desk.

Kakimot Provide Food and Clothat Po- 
Retuming Qhosta. 

The nativea of the Yukon river region 
hold a festival of tbe dead every year 
ahortly before Chriatmaa and a greater 
faatlval at Intervals of aeveral years. 
At these seasons food, drink am! 
clothes are provided for tbe returnin',' 
fbosta In tbe cinbhouse of tbe village. 
'Which la illuminated for tbe occasion 
wltb oil lamps. Every man or woman 
who wishes to honor a dead friend sets 
up a lamp on a stand In front of the 
place which the dead one used to oc- 
cupy In the clubhouse. These lamps, 
filled with seal oil, are kept burning 
day and night until the festival Is over 
They are believed to light the shades 
on their return to their old home and 
back again to tbe land of the dead. If 
any one falls to put up a tump in the 
clubhouse nnd to k«*ep It burning. th<? 
shade whom he oe she desires to honor 
could not find Its way to the place and 
so would ml>H the feast When a l>er- 
son lias Iks-ii iiiiieh disliked his ghost 
Is sometimes purposely Ignored, iiiel 
that Is deemed tbe severest piinlsbim-nt 
that could be iiillieted upon blin. .After 
the songs of invilation to tbe dead have 
bei-ii “iilig Ibi' glv(-l's of the feast lake 
a small |Mirlloii of food fioiii every disli 
nnd last It down as an offering to the 
sli;idi-N Then eaeli poi#s a lIMie wa- 
ter on tile Hour so Unit It runs Ibrougb 
the milks In lids way they l>elle\-ed 
the spiritual I'sseni eof all the fiHsland 
water Is conveyed to the souls. With 
songs nnd dunces tbe feast conies to an 
end and tlie ghosts are dismissed to 
their own place. Tbe dancers dance, 
not only In tbe cluldiouse. but also at 
the graves nnd on the Ice If the dead 
met their deaths by drowning. On the 
eve of the festival the nearest male 
relative goes to tbe grave and sum- 
mons the ghost by planting there a 
amall model of a seal spear or of a 
wooden dish, acrordiug as tbe dead 
was a man or a woman. The totems of 
tbe deed are marked on these imple- 
ments. The dead who have none to 
make offerings to them are believed to 
suffer great destitution; hence the Es- 
kimos fear to die without leaving be- 
hind them some one who will ancriflee 
to their spirit, and childless people 
generally adopt children leat their 
shades be forgotten at tbe feativala.— 
New York Tribune.

A QUEER TREE 



Ths Tumbo Is a Monstrosity of the 
African Dtssrt. 

The mature tumbo Is a tree with a 
trunk about two fret long, shaped 
much like an Inverted rone. Almost nil 
the trunk Is below tbe surface of the 
ground, the visible part rarely exceed- 
ing a few inches. But tlie remarkable 
feature of the stem is that It Is often 
fourteen feet In circumference and be- 
comes more or less a two lobed Image. 
The stem looks more like a great mass 
of “tbe burned crust of a loaf of 
bread,” to quote Dr. Welwltsch’s letter, 
than the trunk of a tree. The under- 
ground portion Ixecomes greatly elon- 
gated. and Its contimiatlon Is tbe top 
root of the plant. This goes down sev- 
eral feet In Its effort to get the few 
drops of water that ths arid conditions 
of the country permit. 

There are never more than two 
leaves after tbe seed leaves drop off, 
and very curious leaves they are. Start- 
ing from a groove on opposite sides of 
the depressed mass, they stand straight 
out on both sides of the plant. They 
are often six feet long and two feet 
wide nnd usually split Into ribbons 
that undulate over the ground In a way 
atrlkingly suggestive of the tentacles 
of an nctnpiis With its great ugly 
IkhI.v and Its tentncle-like leaves It Is no 
wonder that It bus been the most re- 
markable plant novelty of tbe last cen- 
tury The fiowers are borne In scarlet 
cones on a cyraose Inflorescence com- 
ing from the crown of the trunk. 

Tumlioa balnesil belongs to tbe Joint 
fir family, or gnetacene. nnd Is known 
only from I’ortuguese West Africa to 
Damnrnbind This l.s a region th.?t 
seldom gets any rain, and desert rondl- 
tloiis prevail almost completely, except 
for the sea fogs. The tumbo la thus 
a desert plant par exeelleuce. and It Is 
only by a close approximation of these 
very arid conilltlons that we can cul- 
tivate It — New York Botanic Garden.

Moores Island, ths Happiest and Fair- 
est Spot on Earth.

It Is worth tbe trip down 
here to eat the native ‘vlttals,’ for you 
get at every meal things you never 
tasted before, aud each seems better 
than Its predecessor; to see your din- 
ner of fresh water shrimps, sharks' 
fins and roasted sea urchins. The ba- 
nanas you eat— there are eleven varie- 
ties— baked, raw, fried, dried— grow a 
few rods back In tbe valley; ditto the 
breadfruit, tbe pineapples and about 
everything else on the lioard. It's nice 
to have your morning coffee grown In 
tbe back yard. Guavos grow in such 
profusion they are used as pig food, 
grated cocoanut Is fed to bens, while 
sensitive plant is considered excellent 
fodder for cattle. 

“For perfection of the human body 
the Tahitian is unexcelled. If. Indeed, 
he Is anywhere equaled. They are a 
largo race. Ix>tb men nnd women being 
noticeably taller and more fully de- 
veloped than Anglo-Saxons. I doubt if 
any Society Islander ever went through 
a whole day In bis life without having 
a wreath of flowers on bis bead or a 
bIos.soiu behind his ear. Tbe love of 
flowers Is Innate with man, woman and 
child. They can't pass through a patch 
of woods without emerging with a gar- 
land. Every gay mood calls for flow- 
ers on their hats. In their hair, behind 
their ears, nnd their life Is an almost 
unbroken sequeuce of gay moods. 
Scarcely a native on tbe Island of 
.Moorea can speak a sentence of Eng- 
lish. but every one you meet greets you 
with a ^courteous smile and tbe wel- 
coming word ‘la-orn-na’ (Y'orana).”

Tuppence— meaiilug, of courre, two- 
pence und e(]ual to the sum of 4 cents 
In United States eurrimcy— Is the dom- 
inating sum In I.ondnu. It Is as inueh 
an Institution .is the war debt, beer or 
the game of cricket. Wherever you 
go, whatever you do. whatever you 
sell or whenever you open your luoiith 
It is tuppence or a series of that sum 
that la extracted fruin you. It uiote 
than takes the place of the live cent 
piece In America or the tbreopeiiay 
bit in the Critlsh pnssessluna. 

Tuppence Is us much ns a fairly well 
to do worker can nITord for his meal 
nt midday. In the poorer restaurants 
that sum gets him two slices und a 
big mug, or three slices and a little 
mug, or a portion of cake and a drink, 
or a fried egg, slice and small niiig, or 
a sausage with mash or bread, or a 
rasher of bacon, lu the next higher 
class everything drinkable Is twopence 
per cup, while pastry, pies, etc., are 
the same sum per bead. At the 
"popular”—!, e., “no gratuities”— res- 
taurants the waiters exiicct a tuppen- 
ny tip (though It Is advertised other- 
wise by the proprietors), and the non- 
tipper has a Iwd time. At most cafes 
tipping Is the usual thing, and tup- 
pence is expected and is accepted with 
the servile bow and pleased expression 
that distlngiiisb the English and cou- 
tlnental waiter upon such occuslous. 

The tuppenny tulie Is well known. 
You deposit that sum, and you get In 
anywhere and get out anywhere else 
you please. On trolley cars and buses 
that amount will earn' you for an hour 
or two very often, usually to the ter- 
minus. The railroad porter who car- 
ries your rug a few yards or who says 
“Yus” when you ask If the train has 
stopped always has his hand Out for 
the usual fee, though be will carry 
your two large bags and whatever gise 
you have fur half a mile over high 
stairs and low lines and accept the 
same amount with the same satisfac- 
tion. 

The cabby to whom you give copper* 
over the legal fare salutes you respect- 
fully, but If you pay double fare lu a 
lordly manner be wants more and Is 
apt to make disparaging remarks about 
your breeding, aa may tbe bootblack 
to whom you give 1 Instead of 2 pen- 
nies. Tbe cabby is tbe surer of the 
two, however, for disparaging re- 
marks, to which characteristic, I real- 
ly believe, can be traced tbe advent of 
the taximeter.- New York I’oet.

Surfacing Natural Wood. 

White pine, birch, cherry, wbltewood, 
maple, sycamore, gum and hemlock 
need no filling at all. They are classed 
as tbe close grained woo^, and their 
surface presents no pores or cellular 
tissue to be filled. Still the surface 
needs to be sealed up so tbe wood will 
not suck tbe oil out of tbe varnish. 
This Is called surfacing. It consists 
of coating the surface with shellac 
and then sandpapering down to a 
smooth finish. When thus treated the 
wood Is ready for the varnish.

The Idea of abolishing such cruelty 
by using the ligature occurred to Pure 
In one of bis war Journeys, and bis 
success went beyond his own expecta- 
tions. His other discovery was made 
within a few hours of bis Joining the 
army. It was believed by the surgeons 
of the day that there was pulsou In n 
gunshot wound, and one of the accept- 
ed authorities insisted that they must 
be cauterizeil “with oil of elders scald- 
ing hot. mixed with a little treacle." 
The pain was Intolerable. It happened 
that at his first treatment of gunshot 
wounds Phre’B oil ran short, and be 
used Instead “a digestive made of the 
yolks of eggs, oil of roses and turpen- 
tine.” To his surprise he fouud next 
morning that the patients be had thns 
treated were In better condition than 
the others. “Then I resolved never 
more to bum thus cruelly poor men 
with gunshot wounds.”
